Forty Thousand Men Hav* Received 


This Sum In W»B*«—Many Homes 
Hav* B**n Conctructed by Owners 
With Th*ir Own Hands. 


One ye*r after the earthquake aad 


fire which wiped out all the business 
section of San Francisco and at least 
half of the resilience portion the traus- 
forctattaa from ^MMtof gaunt skele- 
tons of ruined buildings sud heap.-? of 
brick to the begiaciugs of a uel! or- 
dered city Is little short of marvelous, 
writes a San Francisco correspondent 
of the Xew York Tribune. AH the sky- 
scrapers are restored or in process of 
restoration, so that they present few 
traces of the whirlwind of name 
through which they have passed, aiid 
ec-ores of substantial buildings of bnck 
and stone have arisen on the rnaia 
business streets to mark the coufiQapce 
of property owners in the future <» a 
greater San Francisco than the one 
that wa» swept by nre. 


In tbe residence sections of North 


Beach and the Mission the reconstruc- 
tion has been noVhmg short of marvel- 
ous. Here the fire ordinances permit 
the erection of wooden buildings, am! 
whole blocks have been rebuilt in far 
better style than before the disaster. 
One feature of the rebuilding at North 
Beach has been the large amount of 
work done by the owners with their 
own hands. 


This section is largely Italian and 


Spanish, and these Latin races have 
shown a fine disregard of the esac- 
noas of the labor unions. With car- 
pedtfers demanding $3 a day and brick- 
layers ?S a day. these people have sud- 
denly discovered that building is not a 
black art. They have laid their own 
brick walls, and they have handled tae 
saw and plane as though they had ac 
tually learned the ancient trade of the 
carpenter. Many of these homes actu- 
ally have been constructed at evening 
and early morning in the owners" 
hours of leisure and on Sundays and 
Saturday 
half holidays. 
Many of 


these men have not only built the 
woodwork of their homes, but they 
have shingled the roofs, plastered the 
walls and painted their new homes. 
Any Sunday the observer at Xorth 
Beach and the fringe of Telegraph 
Hill may see hundreds of swarthy men 
completing the homes which would 
never have been theirs had they wait- 
ed to hire workmen at the present ex 
cessive cost of labor. 


The work of reconstruction, especial- 


ly In tbe business district, meant the 
repair of streets aad sidewalks, the in- 
stallation of electric light, gas and 
power, the rehabilitation of the sky- 
scrapers which were merely gutted 
and the clearing away of bricks and 
twisted steel and the rebuilding of 
class B and class C structures. The 
extent of this task can be appreciated 
only by one who has actually taken 
part in such work. And it was made 
more difficult in San Francisco fay tha 
distance from the east, which supplies 
sLruc£ui«il steel, Term cotta and manv 
other kinds of building material. Or- 
"ders for materials had to be in three 
or four months before they could be 
filled, and then there was another long 
wait before the railroads could deliver 
them. 


It Is estimated that 40.000 men have 


been engaged ia this work of rebuild- 
ing San Francisco, none of whom re- 
ceived less than S2 a day for their la- 
bor. Bricklayers received SS a day. 
carpenters S-j to S6, plumbers $6, lath- 
ers 56, painters §5. and even the un- 
skilled inea who have removed debris 
aad cleaned bricks have received S2 a 
day. A careful estimate gives SCO.OjO,- 
000 spent for labor la eleven months 
of rebuilding, for during the first 
months after the fire very little real 
•work was done aside from building 
shacks for refugees and putting up one 
story temporary stores in the burned 
district- The same estimate gives $35.- 
000.000 spent for materials daring this 
.period and Slo.OOc.OOO spent by mer- 
chants in restoring their stocks of 
goods.

Famou* Britisher Who Will Preach te 


John O. -R»ck«foller. 


Rev. Dr. Charles Frederick Aked» 


former pastor at Pembroke chapel in 
Liverpool, who recently arrived In 
Xew York to take np his duties as 
pastor of the Fifth Avenue Baptist 
church, is an. athletic type of man, and 
his manner reminds many of President 
Roosevelt It Is told of Dr. Aked that 
when he was about to i*Jie the pas- 
torate of Pembroke chapel, Liverpool, 
he went fishing at 3 o'clock one morn- 
tog and, finding a suit of clothes on 
the bank. Jumped ia to save a sup- 
posed drowning man. He brought out 
the man's dead body. As a result of 
the incident Pembroke chapel on the 
morning that Dr. Aked preached his 
first sermon -was crowded to the doors.

Houston. Vau. Jnne 26.—Miss EBac- 


abeth Loving, who has occupied ,tbe 
center of the stage in the trial of her 
father. Judge William G. Loving, for 
the murder of Theodore Estes, told on 
the witness stand here her story of 
her alleged ruin by the young man 
whoa her father shot down. The re- 
cital was probably ihe most dramatic 
ever heard in a Virginia court of jus- 
tice and rivaled the story told by 
Evelyn Xesbit Thaw. It was the same 
story- she said she told to her father 
on the morning of the tragedy, and 
which culminated in his hunting down 
and slaying the man whom she 
charged with, penetrating the deed. 
Aside from?'"the" 'testimony of the 
young girl, the examination of two 
physicians concerning the possible in- 
sanity of Judge Loving at the time of 
the killing and the testimony of "the 
defendant and Henry Snead. were fea- 
tures of the trial. Dr. William Tua- 
stall of Lovingstone. who saw Judge 
Loving before and after the killing, 
testified that he thought Loving com- 
mitted the c^me while insane. He 
had personal "knowledge of- Loving, 
who, he "said, went on frequent de- 
bauches, ending in delirium tremens. 


Mtss Loving testified that Estes had 


given her a drink of whisky from a 
flask he had in his pocket while they 
were out buggy riding on the after- 
noon prior to the killing. After taking 
the drink, she declared that she im- 
mediately began to feel dizzy and her 
head "spinned around" as if she had 
been given some powerful drug. In 
this condition and despite her pro- 
tests,- she declared that her escort" 
drove her over an unfrequented road 
and despite her screams outraged her. 
Exhausted by the struggle and her 
mental faculties rendered incapable 
from the stimulant, the witness de- 
clared that she recalled nothing more 
untfl she regained her senses while in 
bed late that night at the home of 
County. Clerk E. I_ Kidd. where she 
had been visiting Miss Kidd. She tes- 
tifieaV24hat on ihe following morning 
when,her father asfeed her for the 
cause of her being brought to the 
home <rf Mr. Kidd in an unconscious 
and drugged condition, she related to 
him on bended knees the same state- 
ment she made in court.
